Minority Rule? 

The Progressive members, it 
said, have been threatening to hold 
ap Parliament on the freight rate 
question.

The 
provisions of the Railway Act sus 
pending the Crow’s Nest agree- 
ment expire on July 6th. Unless 
tontrary legislation is passed in the 
meantime the agreement will auto- 
matically come into effect again 
upon that date. By the simple ex- 
pedient of ‘‘talking against the 
clock’? on any or every subject 
that comes up the Progressives 
could make it impossible for the 
House to pass any legislation bear- 


ing on the issue, until the time 
lumit expires and the agreement 
becomes again effective. They 


are quite strong enough numeri- 
cally to keep up a ten-day verbal 
bombardment, and have given evi- 
dence during the session that they 
do not lack the ability to do so if 
they have the will. Being a 
minority of the members, they 
could presumably be shut off if 
jhe majority saw fit to apply} 
closure. But the closure days 
have gone—it is to be hoped for 
good.
